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Cuttyhunk History Further Explored

More than 50 folks, desiring a little intellectual 
stimulation before the Superbowl game last Sunday, came 
out to see Seth Mendell, President of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society, give his annual lecture. This year, he 
continued last year's lecture, which examined the history 
of Cuttyhunk. 

Last year, Mr. Mendell lectured on the Elizabeth 
Islands, from Bartholomew Gosnold's first landing in the 
early 1600s to tales of pirates hustling in shipping lanes 
near Tarpaulin Cove, the flourishing sheep industry, 
and the British takeover of the Islands during the 
Revolutionary War. This talk had explored the Forbes 
family acquisition of the Elizabeth Islands, which began 
when Boston prince John Murray Forbes fell in love 
with Sarah Swain Hathaway and her family's islands. 
The Forbes family poured considerable money into the 
islands for replanting trees and draining swamps, and 359 
descendents of the Forbes reside in Naushon and other 
islands today. 

The history of Cuttyhunk was distinctly 
different, and began when a Quaker preacher and 
merchant from Dartmouth, Peleg Slocum, purchased real 
estate in 1693 on Cuttyhunk Island, and leased it to sheep 
tenant farmers. Wealth also accumulated from quail ships, 
which were popular during that time, piloting ships into 
port, and "salvaging" poorly piloted ships, Mr. Mendell 
said. 

Despite its history salvaging forsaken cargo, 
Cuttyhunk did formalize efforts to assist the "poor devils"

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that lost control of their ships and landed on the rocky 
shore, he said. Locals formed the Humane Society in 
1847, which was a prelude to the Coast Guard that set up 
shop in 1947, to help assist shipwrecked mates. An 1823 
lighthouse - which is long gone and was replaced with 
a Coast Guard steel tower - also assisted ships with safe 
passage through the channels. 

Interestingly, before 1864, Cuttyhunk Island 
belonged to Chilmark, Martha's Vineyard, and thus was 
subject to taxes from the neighboring island. "You can 
imagine how much money came back over the sound," 
Mr. Mendell said. It wasn't until John Murray Forbes used 
his political influence in Boston to transfer ownership to 
Gosnold, which allowed Cuttyhunk Island to become an 
entity of its own. 

In 1870, about 70 New York millionaires built a 
clubhouse on Cuttyhunk Island, which became one of 
their retreats - in this case, for striped bass fishing. In 
"three-piece suits, ties and vests" the rich men would sit 
with rods on large boulders. 

The money pumped into the island from these 
visiting "fisherman" helped make Cuttyhunk "an 
attractive place to live," he said. The fishing clubhouse 
eventually closed in 1921, following a decline in the 
striped bass population. 

William Wood, a boy who went from sweeping 
floors in the Wamsutta Mills in New Bedford to 
overseeing the American Woolen Company, bought 
up much of Cuttyhunk in the early 1900s. His natural 
accounting skills - as well as his marriage to boss Andrew 
Pierce - helped cement his authority. Interestingly, his 
wife Ellen's sister married World War II army officer 
George Patton, Mr. Mendell said. Mr. Wood's money 
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funneled into Cuttyhunk and allowed for the building of 
Avalon House and Wood House. 

Wealth continued to flow to the island thanks 
to the installation of the Coast Guard, which designated 
Cuttyhunk a "harbor of refuge/' The guard dredged the 
canal and built two bridges. As a side note, Mr. Mendell 
said that the Coast Guard had just finished dredging 
when the 1938 hurricane slammed the island. In 1944, 
another hurricane broken through the strip of land 
connecting Cuttyhunk to the rest of the islands, he said. 
The federal government installed 10 to 12 railroad barges, 
sunk them, and filled them with rocks to maintain the 
barrier. "That is why it is called Barge Beach today," he 
said. 

There is a continued threat that water will 
break through today, and there are two camps on how 
to proceed: let nature take its course or protect the 
harbor. Mr. Mendell believes that as a major source 
of Cuttyhunk' s wealth, the harbor likely will receive 
continued protection, especially when its 84 moorings sell 
for $40 per night, he said. 

Mr. Mendell finished his talk with a descriptive 
account of the wreck of the "Wanderer" on the rocky 
shore of Cuttyhunk, August 26, 1924. The ship, built on 
April 23, 1878, was a standard whaling vessel rigged 
as a bark that made 23 voyages with varying success in 
obtaining whale oil. From 1882 to 1903, the vessel was 
briefly owned by a man in San Francisco, and even spent 
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one winter frozen in the Bering Strait in the Arctic Ocean. 
Timothy Allen of New Bedford brought the ship back to 
its homeland, and in one noteworthy voyage in 1917-1918, 
brought back 6,200 barrels of oil, which is "$34 million in 
currency today'' said Mr. Mendell. 

A Nor'easter storm caught the anchored 
"Wanderer" and its 15 shipmates and commander Joseph 
Gomes, who were preparing for a whaling voyage, by 
surprise in 1924. After landing at Cuttyhunk, six men 
ended up on the mainland and the other eight shipmates 
landed by boat on Martha's Vineyard. The storm broke up 
the ship and Captain Edward Tucker recouped sails that 
he had just sold to Mr. Gomes. 
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The mast of the "Wanderer" was erected as a 
flagpole and patched several times, but eventually fell 
victim to lighting in 1964. One mast is currently hanging 
in the Mattapoisett Historical Society Carriage House. 

To the history buffs present at the meeting, 
Mr. Mendell promised Part III for next year, which will 
explore Nashawena, as well as the existence of a leper 
colony along the islands. 

Former Selectman McGaff ey Dies at 74

Dan McGaffey - former selectman and member of 
the Rochester Memorial School (RMS) building committee 
and Planning Board - died unexpectedly on Thursday, 
February 3 at Charlton Memorial Hospital in Fall River. 

As a public official, he was remembered for 
his preparedness and the administrative expertise he 
brought to several town boards, as well as his recent 
involvement in the addition and renovation project at 
RMS. In his professional career, he served as a social 
worker for the Committee for Public Counsel Services 
for the Commonwealth or Massachusetts in Fall River. 
He previously served as a social worker for the Family 
Services Association in Boston, where he was the 
association's first Spanish speaking social worker, and did 
social work at both Plymouth County and Dedham House 
of Corrections. 
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Town Administrator Richard LaCamera fondly 
recalled his experience reporting to Mr. McGaffey, who 
served as Selectman from 2007 and 2009. "Dan was 
always interested in doing what's best for the town and 
was always well-prepared to discuss agenda items/' he 
said. 

After his defeat to current selectman Naida 
Parker at re-election time. Planning Board Chairman 
Arnold Johnson encouraged him to help out on the RMS 
building committee and fill a vacant seat on the Planning 
Board. 

"I needed somebody of his expertise and 
knowledge for the building committee. I didn't want him 
to fade away/' Mr. Johnson said. "He jumped on it and 
helped create a successful project." 

"He was very involved making sure the right 
thing was done/' added Mr. LaCamera. "He was so 
proud of the opening of the building. He was able to see 
new addition in January and was very proud of what has 
been accomplished." 

Mr. McGaffey also was an active member of the 
Planning Board, which he joined last April. 

"He was very friendly. He always had a smile. 
He brought his background in administration to the 
board. He looked at things from a different perspective 
and asked a lot of good questions," said Mr. Johnson. "It 
will be very difficult to replace him. . . It's a loss for the 
town, really." To honor his memory and contribution, the 
Planning Board planned to display his nameplate at its 
February 8 meeting. 

Aside from assisting with the building project 
at RMS, Mr. McGaffey also played a critical role as 
overseer of the building renovation project at St. Gabriel's 
Episcopal Church in Marion, according to Rev. Geoffrey 
Piper. The 1960s building received a major overhaul ten 
years ago, and Mr. McGaffey was a "formidable leader" 
who helped get those renovations off the ground. 

As a longtime church member, Mr. McGaffey also 
served as usher, senior warden and lay reader. "He had 
a magnificent bass voice that would put Charlton Heston 
on notice," the reverend said. "He was simply a go-to 
guy, somebody I could call up for advice, to consult with. 
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to get perspective, to look to for encouragement. He was 
simply a wonderful man/' 

''The thing I so admired about him was his 
diplomatic skill to be able to express ideas and convictions 
clearly, but not to be shaken or drawn into conflict by 
others who had strongly different opinions," Rev. Piper 
added. "He was one real top-notch guy." 

Two-Story Business Bylaw Debated 

Marion Planning Board-

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on February 
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7, 2011 at 7:05 pm in the Marion Town House conference 
room. Also in attendance were board members Tom 
Magauran, Steve Gonsalves and Joseph Napoli and 
secretary Terri Santos. Members John Sweeney, Jay 
Crowley and Sherman Briggs were absent, which meant 
the planning board did not have a quorum to vote on 
scheduled public hearings. 

In the first appointment, the Board met with 
Christian Farland of Thompson Farland. Mr Farland 
said he was representing Marion resident John Ludes in 
an ANR (Approval Not Required) plan application. The 
application was for a parcel of land at 44-46 Converse 
Road, which will be split into two lots, instead of the 
original plan of three lots. The two lots will have adequate 
frontage and according to Mr. Farland, will contain "well 
over'' the two-acre lot requirement, with the first lot 
containing 9.77 acres and the second lot containing 4.72 
acres. 

Future hearings would determine sewer 
connection and driveway easements, the board said. The 
ANR plan was approved without debate. 

Two public hearings - one for a pier at 101 
Cove Circle and another for Coolmar Compound - were 
continued until the next meeting on March 14 due to the 
lack of quorum. Likewise, Chairman Ryder announced 
that the scheduled February 28 board meeting was 
canceled due to a lack of quorum. 

In a discussion item, Mr. Magauran approached 
the possibility of including a two-story bylaw or design 
guideline in the Neighborhood Overlay District design. 
In this proposal, the height limit would be about 35 feet, 
which would exclude most three-story designs. 

The idea of this requirement, Mr. Magauran 
said, was to discourage chain development, since chain 
businesses typically only build "cookie cutter" one-story 
buildings and "getting a two-story structure out of them 
is very difficult." In addition to deterring chains, the 
second floors of business buildings could contain housing 
for seniors, working professionals and "40B" housing, 
said Mr. Magauran. 

Mr. Magauran' s proposal did not go 
unchallenged, however. Mr. Gonsalves thought that the 
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measure was possibly unfriendly to small business and 
needed to be carefully considered before approval. He 
thought the proposed bylaw would put small business 
owners "at the mercy'' of the planning board. "You can't 
assume you won't have board members who will abuse 
the situation," he said, adding: "It's another hurdle to 
jump for small businesses in this town." 

Mr. Magauran admitted that the measure would 
be an added "burden on behalf of the applicant", but 
said that the requirement could be waived under certain 
circumstances, such as when an elderly resident wants 
to build a single-story home in the district. The two-story 
stipulation, he said, would promote the village feel of 
Marion's center. 
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Mr. Gonsalves wanted to discuss the possibility 
of a business claiming financial hardship. He thought that 
some businesses would be unable to thrive or expand if 
they were forced to place a second floor on their building. 
"Fm not totally opposed. . . [but] Fm not one for big 
government/' said Mr. Gonsalves. "I think we've ruled 
and regulated ourselves out of existence.'' Mr. Gonsalves 
said that he supported mixed-use zoning, but he felt 
sidelined by the proposal and needed time to consider its 
implications. 

Board member Mr. Napoli agreed: "I think it 
deserves a little more attention." 

The board agreed to broach the topic of the 
proposed two-story bylaw addition at the next meeting 
on March 14. 

The board then conducted its scheduled 
Neighborhood Overlay District (NOD) public hearing. 
The hearing introduced the public to a draft of the 
proposed NOD, which is designed to preserve Marion's 
"historic seaside village character" and promote a 
"socioeconomically diverse and largely residential 
community". Included in the NOD bylaw draft are the 
following development considerations: 

• Structures must adhere to "design guidelines" 
as adopted and changed by the Marion Planning Board 

• Promotion of shared exits, easements, and 
limited curb cuts 

• Shared parking 
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• Maximum of eight residential units per acre 

• Setback changes, including a zero side setback 
and three-foot rear setback 

The NOD includes 46 acres, 12 of which are 
still undeveloped. The development of the NOD, said 
the board, is to prevent sprawl and control growth in 
the business district. The full NOD draft can be viewed 
online at the Town of Marion's virtual town hall: www. 
Mar ionM A . gov. 

The NOD public hearing was continued to the 
March 14 planning board meeting, where it will be 
discussed further. 

Mr. Magauran announced that the board would 
be meeting on Thursday, February 10, in executive session 
to discuss litigation with Cumberland Farms. Also, he 
announced to the audience that three board members' 
terms expire this year: Jay Ryder, Jay Crowley and Joseph 
Napoli. 

The board adjourned at 8:15 pm.

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"[An OPEB portfolio] can be adjusted and 
adopted to meet your investment goals/' said Ms. Huard, 
who said that before she worked for the investment 
company, she had been a town treasurer. 

By engaging in OPEB investing, the Board 
felt that they could prove due diligence in the town's 
responsibility to invest its funds appropriately. 

"Are you comfortable with this [investment]?" 
Chairman Collyer asked town treasurer Brenda Herbeck.

Upon request from Selectman Silva, the Board 
agreed to bring the OPEB plan before the Financial 
Committee for their approval, and agreed to make a 
"formality" acceptance on the policy at the next selectmen 
meeting.

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
the residents of Waterview Lane, a small street in Point 
Connett. Before speaking with the residents, the Board 
heard Mr. Gagne read a letter from Waterview Lane 
residents. In the letter, the residents state that the lane

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was once included in the town's list of plowed private 
roads, but it was later revealed that an 1980 subdivision 
provision excluded the lane from town plowing. The

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

Chairman 
Collyer said that he would also like the town to explore 
the possibility of hiring a Mass Maritime cadet, especially 
if the town could work with the academy to make it an 
internship position. 

Ms. Pacheco then announced: 

• The town hall will be closed on February 21 in 
observation of President's Day 

• The annual Tri-Town herring meeting will take 
place at the Selectmen's meeting on February 22 at 7:05 
pm at the town hall. 

The Board also met with Bobbi Caspar, Chairman 
of the Heritage Days committee, who said that the 
committee would like to hold a Rubber Duck race on 
June 18 at the Mattapoisett River. She also told the Board 
that the Heritage Days would take place on August 5, 6 
and 7. Planned activities include recognizing the 150th 
anniversary of the Civil War, a local comedian show, a 
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car show and a cookout. Ms. Caspar noted that a EEE 
mosquito threat had canceled many of the scheduled 
events at Heritage Days 2010. 

The Board voted to enter executive session at 8:46 
pm for the purpose of collective bargaining. 

Asphalt Hearing Extended to March 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson 
at 7:15 pm on February 8, 2011 in the Rochester Senior 
Center. 

The focus of the meeting was the fourth 
continued hearing for an asphalt plant originally 
proposed on November 17, 2010 by Edgewood 
Development. The plant, which would process up to 
2,200 tons of liquid asphalt daily and accommodate up 
to 360 trucks per day, is proposed for construction in an 
industrially zoned section in northeastern Rochester along 
King's Highway near the SEMASS facility, transfer station 
and Rochester bituminous plant. 

Previous hearings attracted more than 50 abutters 
concerned about the proposal, but this hearing drew 
about a dozen residents and abutter legal representatives. 

At the onset, applicant Edgewood Development 
and their consultants said that overall, they agreed 
with an analysis conducted by the town's peer review 
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consultant. Field Engineering, on their project. However, 
Tim Higgins of Edgewood Development recommended 
some changes to the current proposal, including that the 
Town of Rochester - not Edgewood - hold an easement 
at the transfer station for tree trimming work. At the 
previous meeting, the easement was proposed to assist 
with visibility issues for northbound traffic on King's 
Highway. 

''We don't feel it is appropriate for a private 
company to control the easement at that property, but 
we'll enter into an agreement with the town and do the 
legwork," Mr. Higgins said. Kenneth Motta of Field 
Engineering formally agreed with that assessment. 

Mr. Motta and the applicant did not agree on 
how to handle a "small puddle" that Field Engineering 
predicted run off would create in a neighboring 
residential property. 

Bill Madden of GAF Engineering, representing 
Edgewood, said that the puddle would be "bound by 
existing topography," and would not be "a problem to 
the project at all." He added, "A man with a five-gallon 
bucket could handle it." 

In his recommendations, however, Mr. Motta 
said that the applicant should install a leak drain on the 
abutter's property to collect the runoff. He agreed that the 
relatively small amount of water would be trapped, but 
asked: "What happens in frozen conditions?" 

"We don't want [the runoff] to be imposed on 
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someone else's property and wander down the road if we 
should have done something about it but didn't/' said 
Board member Gary Florindo. 

Mr. Higgins formally extended the hearings 
through March 24. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey then approached 
a matter concerning a complaint filed to the Attorney 
General (AG) by Benjamin Tymann of Minz Levin - who 
is representing residential abutters, Rochester Bituminous 
Products and Todesca Realty Trust - about possible Open 
Meeting Law violations. At the January 25 hearing. Ken 
Sullivan of Minz Levin read out loud emails between 
planning board members discussing the proposal - a 
discussion that is not allowed under the open meeting 
laws. 

Minz Levin had filed a complaint with the AG 
on February 1, arguing that board member Bendrix 
Bailey should be recused from the hearing due to his 
participation in the emails and that the board should in all 
future matters abide by open meeting law protocol. 

In response to this filing, Atty Bailey 
acknowledged that the board violated the open meeting 
law and told board members: "Do not do electronically 
what you wouldn't do in person" - namely, discuss an 
active proposal. He then asked the board, which they later 
approved, to attend educational meetings on the open 
meeting law offered through the AG office. Lastly, Atty 
Bailey stated for the record that he does not feel Bendrix 
Bailey should be recused from the hearings. With that 
said, the board voted to accept a memo from Atty Bailey - 
which detailed these points - as its position on the matter. 

With this resolved, the board heard one public 
comment from the proposed plant's direct abutter, George 
Millet of 113 King's Highway. On his behalf, Don Millet - 
Mr. Millet's son - read a letter to the board detailing how 
the plant would affect his father's standard of living. In 
the letter, the elder Millet described the current conditions 
of his property, which he purchased in 1970, a year 
before the area was zoned industrial. He said even with 
Rochester Bituminous Products hundreds of yards away, 
the sounds of "steel on steel dumping loads in the plant, 
air braking, shifting of gears" as well as "strong odors" 
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has impacted him and his wife, Jane Millet. 

''WeVe learned to live with it, but it hasn't been 
easy,'' he said in his letter. 

The current proposed plant, situated 30 yards 
from his backyard, is "a different story" that will heighten 
these issues. He noted that his wife has pulmonary 
disease and thus particularly would be affected. 
Moreover, the overwash of light from the plant and 
road-the-clock hours would be a "nightmare" for their 
sleeping, he said. Also, the residents do not have central 
air and keep their windows open during the summer, 
further exposing them to odors and sound, the letter 
stated. 

"Please protect us from this disturbing use," he 
concluded in his letter. 

After some discussion on scheduling, the board 
agreed to hold a special meeting on March 1 to hear Minz 
Levin's peer review reports on the project. Mr. Sullivan 
and Mr. Tymann said they would need two hearings 
to provide their testimony, but Chairman Johnson 
responded, "Just do the best you can" with no promise of 
an additional hearing after March 1. 

In other business presented at the meeting, Mr. 
Charbonneau reported that the Featherbed 40B project 
was "withdrawn without prejudice" and that work on 
a Home Occupancy Bylaw drafted in part by consultant 
Phil Herr will be reviewed and discussed at the upcoming 
February 22 hearing. Mr. Charbonneau said that he hopes 
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to include the bylaw in the town's upcoming spring 
annual meeting. 

The board voted to adjourn at 9:15 pm.

meeting for broadcast. She said the aired meeting 
hopefully would assist the public in understanding the 
work behind the Fiscal Year 2012 budget. 

On that note, Ms. Knox said she is working 
with the Mattapoisett Finance Committee member Dick 
Gamache, who is reviewing the current budget with the 
budget subcommittee and in particular projected circuit 
breaker funds. 

"We do have [the town's] support, as long as 
there are dollars to support it," she said of the preliminary 
budget. 

Superintendent Doug White, in his report, 
thanked the Department of Public Works for clearing 
snow on school roadways. 

In other news, he said the Mattapoisett Teachers 
Association's contract was ratified on January 29 and that 
negotiations are still underway for Sippican School and 
Old Rochester Regional (ORR) staff. 

Mr. White also described a new summer 
school program he hopes to get off the ground that 
will both allow for extended learning and also provide 
opportunities for struggling students to catch up. 
"Hopefully it is not just educational but fun," Mr. White 
said. A director will be hired to oversee the program, 
he added, saying that the district is applying for grant 
monies to assist with the costs. 

In the Center School Principal's report, Rosemary 
Bowman said that a jazz program scheduled for 
January 26 was rescheduled to February 15. Also, she 
commended students for their contribution of 45 bags 
to an Afghanistan clothing drive organized at ORR high 
school. In other news, she said that currently 55 new 
Kindergarteners are registered to attend next year. "I 
expect that number to grow," she said. 

In the Old Hammondtown School report. 
Principal Matt D' Andrea said that fourth graders will 
practice the MCAS long composition, and their teachers 
will jointly analyze scores. Also, he said that fifth grade 
Valentine's Day breakfast - "a delicious event" - is 
scheduled for February 14.

Line by line, he reviewed proposed increases and 
decreases in various topic areas. Overall, the draft 
$5,725,949 budget represents $99,050 more on regular day 
items and $9,576 less on special education. ''Overall, the 
budget is increased by $89,472 or 1.59 percent," Mr. White 
said.

those who missed the first one. 

In his superintendent's report, Douglas White 
approached the topic of snow days with the committee. 
"One of the things that continues to cause us stress is 
the weather in the month of January," said Mr. White, 
who thanked Jeff Eldridge and the Department of 
Public Works for doing a "great job" clearing snow 
from the roads and communicating conditions to the 
superintendent. 

Furthermore, Mr. White said that a budget would 
be ready for presentation to the committees at a public 
hearing in March. 

Mr. White announced that the district would be 
looking for a director to lead a comprehensive summer 
program aimed at assisting students who need extra help 
and class time. The program will also include enrichment 
courses that are "not only educational but fun". The 
district will be advertising for this director position in the 
near future, Mr. White said. 

In an update on the district's anti-bully ing 
measures. Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm said 
that over 90 percent of the district's staff had been trained 
in anti-bullying strategies during January. Among those 
who attended the anti-bullying seminars were licensed 
staff, unlicensed staff, paraprofessionals and custodial 
staff. "Pretty much everyone paid by the district has 
attended," Ms. Hamm said. "We are putting together 
some training for parents in the spring. That will be 
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available in May/' she added. 

In his report. Principal Jay Ryan said that RMS 
kindergarten teachers had recently attended a w^ebinar on 
common core curricula, sponsored by the Department of 
Education. The webinar felt ''unprepared'', said Mr. Ryan, 
so the school used the handouts prepared by the state and 
conducted their own meeting. 

On the subject of training. Chairperson Rood 
said that she had the chance to see the school's new 
Eno Boards in action in her daughter's second grade 
classroom. The Eno Board is a computer screen projection 
that is manipulated by an electronic pen that allows 
the teacher to integrate multimedia into lessons more 
effectively.

class learned about fractions with the help of the new Eno 
Board. Teachers at the school recently received training on 
using Eno Boards effectively in their instruction. 

The committee voted to approve the minutes of 
the January 6, 2011 meeting. 

The committee then received an initial Fiscal Year 
(FY) 2012 budget for their review. Mr. White walked the 
committee through the "bigger picture'' of the preliminary 
budget. Based on an early state budget review from 
Governor Deval Patrick, increased Chapter 70 ''school'' 
funds will be $9,109 for Rochester. 

The area of budgeted contracted services for RMS 
was up 22 percent, said Mr. White. "A lot has to do with 
an increase in square footage of our building," said Mr. 
White, who noted that the supply budget was lowered 
in anticipation of the school being able to buy higher 
quantities of needed supplies. 

One "significant" budget increase, according to 
Mr. White, was the Title 1 Math teacher position. The 
position was, in previous years, partly covered by a rural 
education grant. Due to an increase in Rochester's student 
population last year, the town stopped qualifying for 
the grant. Mr. White said that he hoped the town would 
again qualify for the grant, but that they would have to 
budget the difference just in case. The Title 1 teacher helps 
"students struggling in math", said Mr. White. "We're 
hopeful that we can get that grant back based on recent 
enrollment figures," he added. "We don't know if the

federal government is going to continue to support that 
grant opportunity, so we have to plan accordingly/' 

Another grant deficit was felt in the form of a 
$5,000 increase in Rochester's Project Grow budget. The 
increase represented the portion of Project Grow that had 
been covered by previous federal government ARRA 
(American Recovery and Reinvestment Act) funds that are 
no longer available. 

School committee member Sharon Hartley noted 
that the upcoming school budget would represent a 
''study year" as they adjust to the needs of the new school, 
like electricity and heat. "Just like a new home, we'll 
have a much better idea next year," she said. Mr. White 
and the committee were confident that the new building 
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would be more efficient and easier on future budgets. He 
specifically cited the new boiler and well as being a source 
of efficiency and cost savings for the school. 

Due to tuition increases and increased student 
attendance, the Bristol Agricultural budget for Rochester 
will be an extra $30,801 in next year's budget, said Mr. 
White. 

School committee member Donna LaLiberte 
asked Mr. White if there was a possibility of Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School introducing 
agricultural education to their curriculum, to eliminate 
the need for Rochester to send students to Bristol Aggie 
in Dighton, MA. Mr. White said that he would be willing 
to speak to Superintendent Gary Brown about that 
possibility. 

In his "Assistant Principal Role Update'', 
Mr. Ryan said that, amidst budget building and the 
construction of the new RMS, he needs the most 
assistance in the area of discipline and "day-to-day 
different roles", like overseeing support staff. 

"We have this very real need," said Chairperson 
Rood, referring to RMS's continuing absence of an 
assistant principal. Until the position can be properly 
budgeted, Mr. Ryan and his staff have been trying to 
complete all the tasks of an assistant principal, but 
Chairperson Rood said that the eventual goal of the 
budget subcommittee would be to revive the assistant 
principal position. 
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The committee then recognized a letter from 
Rochester Youth Baseball (RYB) asking for input from 
the school committee on how to proceed with a new 
baseball diamond. Currently, the play area for RYB has 
been reduced due to RMS construction. That field will be 
returned to RYB, but the organization wants to proceed 
with plans for a new baseball diamond behind the school. 

Ms. LaLiberte, an abutter to the rear of the school, 
said that she wanted her neighbors to be able to weigh 
in on such a decision. She said that, although the recent 
expansion of the school was ''wonderful'', it has created a 
"huge impact" on residents who "had to adapt to losing 
their backyard" as a result of the RMS construction. 
A wooded boundary between several houses and the 
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school was cleared, reducing privacy for these neighbors. 
Before proceeding with a moved baseball diamond that 
would result in noise and activity for these neighbors, 
Ms. LaLiberte thought the committee should consider the 
matter at length and inform the neighbors of the pending 
work in that area. "They should have an opportunity to 
participate in this discussion,'' said Ms. LaLiberte. 

School committee member Tim Scholtz said that 
he would bring up the baseball diamond matter at the 
next building subcommittee meeting on February 16. The 
school committee did not act upon the request. 

The committee went into executive session at 8:25 
pm for the purpose of collective bargaining strategies. 

Summer Program Comes to ORR

Committee was called to order by Chairperson 
Jane McCarthy on Wednesday, February 2, 2011 at 6:32 
pm in the Marion Town Hall.

In his opening comments. Superintendent Doug 
White thanked the Department of Public Works of 
Mattapoisett, Rochester and Marion for their hard work 
in making the streets safe for the school busses and the 
students. He joked about his relocation to Massachusetts 
from New Hampshire and said: "The snow followed me." 

Mr. White reported that the district already has 
used three of their five scheduled snow days in January 
and asked the members to think about how to handle the 
need to make up snow days if more than five scheduled 
snow days are needed. Suggestions included school on 
Saturdays or a shortened February or April vacation 
week. 

Mr. White said he would spend the majority of his 
time over the coming months preparing and adjusting the 
fiscal year (FY) 2012 budget. The current budget proposed 
by Governor Deval Patrick will slightly increase Chapter 
70 funding in the four districts resulting in an increase 
of $2,305 in Marion, $2,814 in Mattapoisett, $9,109 in

Rochester and $10,466 in Old Rochester. The estimated 
total district budget for FY 2012 is $5,084,912.34, a 0.42 
decrease or $21,697.68 less than fiscal year 2011. 

Plans are underway for a Summer School 
program at both the junior and senior high schools, Mr. 
White said. The program will be designed to offer an 
array of enrichment courses as well as serving students 
who have been identified for support based on their 
MCAS performance. Courses will include English 
language arts, math and science. Course programming is 
being worked on now and more details about the summer 
school will be announced at a later date. A brochure will 
be created and distributed. Families of identified children 
will receive letters inviting students to attend the support 
courses that will best serve their educational needs. 
Classes will run from 8:00 am to noon beginning on July 5 
and ending on August 12. 

Elise Frangos said that a recent series of one-day 
workshops for teachers focused on common assessments 
of students would help identify those who are struggling 
with a ''standard'', such as algebraic thinking or patterns. 
Mr. Frangos said that a third grade teacher can look back 
and see the second grade assessment of the child to fine 
tune teaching strategies to help that student succeed. 
Mr. White reported that he and Ms. Frangos focused on 
data and discussed what "proficient" looks like for the 
assessments teachers created. 

The 2012 school calendar - which outlines 
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the August 30, 2011 to June 13, 2012 school year - was 
presented in draft form. Mr. White said that, considering 
the snow situation the district is currently facing, starting 
the school year in August makes sense. 

In her report. Principal Lyn Rivet said that 
attendance continues to hold at 97 percent, the same as 
last month. She said that a third request for confirmation 
of Marion residency was sent out, noting that fewer than 
ten students are unconfirmed as residents. 

Ms. Rivet said that she had won a $500 gift 
certificate to OfficeMax from the Sippican School 
photography company She said she plans to use the 
funds to purchase a mailbox for the school. Currently 
the school uses a U.S. Post Office box, which costs 
approximately $200 per year. The box will be similar to 
the one at the high school, which is a large "drop box" 
type container. 

Food Service Director Suzanne Souza provided 
a hand out with the new meal choices recently made 
available to students. The meals are in addition to the 
regular hot lunch and are offered at the same price of 
$2.25 per student. The menu included five different 
salads, seven wrap sandwiches, three yogurt meals and 
peanut butter and jelly with salad. All meals come with 
fruit and milk. Ms. Souza said that starting February 28, a 
program of bringing in a local restaurant chef each month. 
The specially made food will be offered as a 'special menu 
item', said Ms. Souza. 

In discussing the cafeteria meal and cost figures, 
it was estimated that 18 percent of the meals served 
at Sippican School were in the "free or reduced fee 
category". It was recommended by Chairman McCarthy 
that a reminder be put in the "virtual backpack" so that 
families can be reminded that they can sign up at anytime 
for the free or reduced meal costs, if qualified. 

Facilities Manager Steven Murphy said that a 
transformer and a Co2 monitor had been replaced, and 
that he was reviewing quotes for energy conservation 
efforts in his review of water treatment systems for the 
boilers. 

Mr. Scott said that the ORR District Technology 
Subcommittee met and did an inventory of the technology 
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status of the junior and senior high school. On the agenda 
for their next meeting is how to form a replacement plan, 
possibly considering a lease/ purchase program to keep 
up with technology. 

The budget report was discussed and is on target 
for fiscal year 2011. 

Mr. Pateakos said that a new pamphlet, that 
explains the SMEC program has been formulated and that 
a local printing company has agreed to print the booklets 
free of charge. 

The minutes of the January 5, 2011 meeting and 
executive session were approved with minor changes. 

The Committee voted to adjourn at 8:45 pm. 

ORCTV Negotiations Committee Formed 

Tri-Town Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Tri-Town Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Marion Selectman 
Chairman Roger Blanchette at 7:00 pm on Wednesday, 
February 2, 2011 in the media room of Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

As the first order of business, the selectmen 
unanimously approved meeting minutes for September 
29, 2010. 

Shortly thereafter, the board appointed Chairman 
Blanchette to serve as selectmen representative to ORR's 
teacher negotiations. 
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Rochester Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
then opened a discussion on challenges Rochester faces 
as it hammers out its Fiscal Year (FY) 2012 budget. Under 
the governor's budget presented in January, Chapter 70 
education aid monies were reduced by 4 percent, which 
will require the town to level fund the FY 2012 school 
budget, Mr. LaCamera said. 

"We are assuming the worst case scenario,'' 
commented Mattapoisett Selectmen Chairman Jordan 
CoUyer, saying that the town will create the budget under 
the assumption of a 10 percent Chapter 70 cut. Also, he 
expressed concern about how assessments are skewed this 
year - last year, Mattapoisett came out ahead but could 
get hit this budgetary round. "I think keeping things flat 
will be beneficial to all of us," he said. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson said 
that Marion is also assuming a 10 percent decrease given 
that the state is facing a $1.5 billion shortfall. "We would 
not expect to see the governor's budget hold up," he said. 

Michael Gagne, Mattapoisett' s Town 
Administrator, floated the idea of sending a letter from 
the Tri-Town Board of Selectmen to school committees 
urging them to rethink their strategies on health insurance 
rates during negotiations. Health insurance rates for FY 
2012 could increase between 10 to 15 percent, he said, and 
already health insurance costs consume 10 percent of the 
town's budget. 

"All the money raised from [Proposition 2 and a 
half] we use on insurance. And it is cutting us further and 
further down," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera added that special education 
transportation costs are "out of control" and that the 
towns should do more to share vans to transport students. 

"We brought this up at the beginning of the 
summer, and still have not seen one student being picked 
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up with a common van. How do we get this going?" 
Chairman Collyer said. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva recommended 
that schools look at changing health plans, including 
using a lower option plan with a higher co-pay. The 
employees could pay less for a lower option plan but pay 
$10, instead of $5, for co-pays. "It would make a huge 
difference and be a relatively painless way of saving 
money," he said. 

Selectman Silva also suggested phasing in lower 
contribution rates for new employees. "If you don't stop 
to slow the bleeding down, it is never going to stop," he 
said. 

In the end, the Tri-Town board voted to send a

letter to school committees urging the investigation of 
new health insurance plans, a reduction of insurance 
contributions, and consolidation of transportation for 
special education students. 

Mr. Gagne then opened a discussion on 
Mattapoisett's PEG (public, education and government) 
access agreement with Old Rochester Community 
Television (ORCTV). Essentially, Mattapoisett - which 
under its current contract receives $10,000 per year to 
provide the government portion of the three-spoke PEG 
wheel - wishes to renegotiate to receive more funding for 
the purpose of televising all town board meetings. 

Specifically, Mr. Gagne said he wants Mattapoisett 
to receive about $52,000 of the approximate $156,000 the 
town obtains in franchise payments - about one third - to 
provide government programming. "We think one third 
of the share is reasonable and equitable,'' he said. 

A report distributed to board members laid out 
the specifics of Mattapoisett' s government programming 
plan, which includes broadcasting Board of Selectmen, 
Conservation Commission, Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Planning Board, School Committee, Library Trustee 
and Council on Aging meetings and shows on special 
government topics, like Town Meeting warrant articles. 
He also envisions using ORR and University of 
Massachusetts students to help tape the meetings. The 
programs would be posted online "on demand," he said.

government meetings are about/' he said. 

To achieve this end, he said the town would 
invest in obtaining new audio and visual equipment, 
including a 1994 VHS camera, and fixing three robotic 
cameras that are ''beyond their shelf life/' Mr. Gagne 
said his research shows that Mattapoisett is entitled to 
funds from an escrow account where $108,667 has been 
put aside for equipment upgrades. "We're looking to get 
those funds and get the equipment updated," he said. 

Mr. Gagne then clarified that after a failure 
to submit payment for a quarterly invoice due last 
November - in addition to other money owed ORCTV 
- that the town has settled all of its payments with the 
station. 

The next step, Mr. Gagne said, is opening 
negotiations with ORCTV to confirm exact numbers 
on how much the town will receive for government 
programming in the next contract. 

"Whatever falls, we are willing to support the 
educational piece," added Mr. Silva, implying that if the 
negotiations fall through, Mattapoisett would still support 
ORR educational programs. 

After the presentation. Chairman Blanchette said, 
"I'm concerned that without the three of us together, that 
we have the potential to put ORCTV out of business." 

"I don't want to be the one to sink the ship," said 
Selectman Collyer. "However, our [$10,000 share] should 
have gone up incrementally." Even with the requested 
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$52,000 to run government programming, "we are still 
above Rochester's amount,'' he said. 

Mr. Gagne said that in FY 2010, the franchise 
fees added up to $389,768 from all three towns, 
although ORCTV Treasurer Drew Jeffrey disputed that 
amount. "That is something weTl have to talk about in 
negotiations," he said. 

Responding to a question from Chairman Collyer 
about how much money ORCTV allocates to educational 
programming, Mr. Jeffrey responded, "about $69,000." 

"Maybe schools should be getting a bigger 
portion," commented Chairman Blanchette. 

The boards then appointed Rochester Selectman 
Bradley Morse, Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva 
and Marion Selectman Jon Henry and the three town 
administrators to serve on the ORCTV negotiation 
committee for the next contract. 

In an informal discussion. Chairman Collyer 
asked the board members about their thoughts on 
sharing labor between towns for projects such as building 
sidewalks, roads and drainage systems. Mr. Gagne said 
the use of public workers for these tasks would build 
morale and save money, as outside contractors typically 
cost more. Also, the board discussed sharing equipment, 
some of which only is used by towns two or three times 
per year. Mr. LaCamera, Rochester town administrator, 
said his workers are not under a contract, and would 
be unable to participate, but the three towns agreed to

Works to check on road and sidewalk conditions/' Mr. 
Devoll explained the process. Mr. Devoll also named the 
District Facilities Director as one of the individuals who 
participate in the discussions about snow days. "His crew 
clears the campus of snow/' Mr. Devoll said. 

When Mr. White is considering cancelling school, 
delaying school, or dismissing students from school 
early, the factors for his decision are the conditions of 
the roads in the towns, the conditions of the campus, 
and the weather forecast for the following twenty-four 
hours. "The priorities are safety for students, parents, staff 
members, and families," Mr. Devoll said. 

If it has been decided that school will be cancelled 
the following morning, Mr. White records a message 
for parents, students, and staff members and then uses 
the Connect Ed phone system to reach all of the phone 
numbers stored in the ORR School District directory. The 
"all call", as the automated phone message is called, is 
made at some point just after 5:00 am. 

This year, a few of the snow days have turned 
out to be unnecessary, as the weather forecasts seemed to 
have exaggerated the realities of the storms. But, in Mr. 
Devoirs opinion, there is no such thing as a "miscalled 
snow day." 

"Each situation is a guess," he said, "and not an 
exact science. Student safety is paramount. Erring on the 
side of caution is not a bad thing."

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Carbon Diet from Colombia to Marion

As Americans, we represent four percent of the 
population, but consume 25 percent of the resources - 
and for this reason we should take steps to reduce our 
impact on the environment, says the Marion Institute. To 
help lead the way, Marion Institute Executive Director 
Desa Van Laarhoven is on a "carbon diet", which means 
she is taking action to reduce her carbon footprint on the 
planet. 

"We have a responsibility to the world and the 
future to be accountable," Ms. Van Laarhoven explained. 

A carbon footprint - which refers to the amount 
of greenhouse gases (C02 and other gases) individu- 
als produce - is a measurement that shows the impact 
of certain activities on the environment, from a car one 
drives, to the food one consumes, 
to home energy usage. The burn- 
ing of fossil fuels by these ac- 
tivities is believed to be among 
the main contributors of climate 
change. 

"We try to do all we can 
in our personal lives to mirror our 
beliefs," Ms. Van Laarhoven said, 
in the hope that her efforts are con 
tagious. To that end, she said buy- 
ing local, recycling, and finding creative ways to reduce 
driving, like telecommuting once per week, are ways to 
reduce your carbon footprint. For companies, that would 
translate into participating in energy audits and encour- 
aging recycling, among other actions. 

Despite anyone's best efforts, Ms. Van Laar- 
hoven recognizes the impossibility of being completely 
weaned from fossil fuels in a society that so fundamen- 
tally depends on them in most aspects of life. 

That is where an eco-village called Las Gaviotas 
in Colombia comes in. 

In a time when it seems insurmountable to 
reverse the trends of environmental degradation on the 
planet, a project in Colombia is offering some hope 
that damage can at least be partly reversed. The eco- 
village, where about 200 locals reside, is engaging in 
cutting edge technology that has led to the regeneration 
of 20,000 acres old tropical rainforest. Investing in this 
project, according to the Marion Institute, is another way 
to offset our carbon emissions. 

The man behind Las Gaviotas - Paolo Lugari 
- is an internationally known environmentalist who is 
friend and partner with the Marion Institute. 

About 24 years ago, this American-educated 
man set about to change the landscape of an arid region 
in northern Colombia. He first planted Caribbean pine 




trees, a non-native species, which grew in abundance, 
and in the process, captured rainwater to pull water up 
from deep aquifers. The water germinated old seeds 
from rainforests long gone that are still present in the 
soil, which grew and eventually replaced the pine trees. 
"Trees and plants act as a type of filter, as they 'breathe' 
in the C02, cleaning the air and converting it into stored 
carbon," according to Marion Institute literature. 

The village is "self sustaining", as all water 
comes from the aquifers, Ms. Van Laarhoven added. 
Some of the technology is so advanced that the Marion 
Institute has assisted Mr. Lugari in obtaining patents to 
ensure that no companies sell the technology, which can 
be used in other parts of the world. Indonesia and most 
recently Haiti are looking to replant trees with technol- 
ogy developed at Las Gaviotas. 

Marion Institute became in- 
volved with the village about five 
years ago, said Ms. Van Laarhoven. 
"[Mr. Lugari] wanted to teach 
people a working model, and let 
them know it can work," she said. 
"He sees the hope in the world. He 
wants to move toward solutions 
and begin the healing process of 
nature." 

In addition to encouraging 
individual action on reducing one's carbon footprint, the 
Marion Institute is asking for $7 donations to help sup- 
port the eco-village. 

"You shouldn't just write a check, but think 
about the future and what you can do to reduce your 
carbon footprint," Ms. Van Laarhoven said. The Marion 
Institute has done its own fundraising, and has recently 
secured $16,000 from a Boston law firm to plant 16,000 
trees. "We're here to try to get the word out," she said. 

Mr. Lugari recently invited Marion Institute staff 
to visit the site this November. The staff will attend dis- 
cussion sessions in Bogota and visit the village, but for 
safety reasons will be unable to stay overnight, Ms. Van 
Laarhoven said. 

But you don't have to live in Las Gaviotas to 
make a difference. Ms. Van Laarhoven applauded local 
residents for doing their part to develop habits with sus- 
tainability in mind. 

"I'm inspired by the people in Marion who 
look at themselves to change," she said, citing efforts to 
encourage local food production and community garden- 
ing. 

"We have the choice if we want to be part of the 
problem or part of the solution," she said.

Another amazing 
victory for ORR was the two-mile stint that Walker Fuchs 
ran with a time of 11.17.1; his brother Nathaniel Fuchs 
also placed in the 600 dash (1:35.5). Dana Dourdeville 
ran an amazing 1000-meter dash with a time of 2:41.7. Mr. 
Dourdeville has evolved as a runner, his first few years 
being the major Bulldog distance runner, but now he runs 
everything with optimum efficiency. Another win for 
the Bulldogs was the 4 by 400-meter s. A quartet of Ben 
Bungert, Nick Nadueau, Mr. Dourdeville and Mr. Tiger 
all ran for a win. When asked about his efforts for the 
track team, Mr. Tiger had this to say: 'T'm really glad to 
be running for this team.

Abyss-mal

Sanctum. Starring Richard Roxburgh and loan Gruf- 
fudd. Directed by AHster Grierson. Running time: 109 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Swimming in a tight cave tunnel miles under- 
ground and miles underwater sounds like the most terrify- 
ing, claustrophobic experience I can imagine. If you get 
stuck, you're screwed on two different levels, and either 
way you're going to die very unpleasantly. Imagine my 
surprise that Sanctum, which involves doing that very 
thing, botches any opportunity for suspense. 

One scene in particular drops the ball pretty hard. 
Five divers swim through an especially tight spot. The 
least experienced diver — a woman — brings up the rear, 
because, as she's told, "If you panic, everyone behind you 
is dead." So the first four divers make it through, and then 
the woman gets stuck. Cut to: four guys wondering where 
the woman is. Cut to: the woman, being stuck. Cut to: 
one of the guys, her boyfriend, indicating that maybe he'd 
better make sure she's not dead or something. Cut to: the 
woman, finally making it through. What these cutaways 
do is destroy any horror in the moment. We could've been 
put in that panicking woman's position as she blew pre- 
cious air out and struggled to get free. We aren't. 

It didn't have to be this way. As all the ads trum- 
pet. Sanctum is executive-produced by James Cameron, 
whose The Abyss was the most intense and traumatizing 
underwater film since Das Boot. But he's not in the direc- 
tor's chair here. Someone named Alister Grierson is. This 
someone named Alister Grierson might do better with a 
different story (he's made one other feature, an Aussie war 
picture), or something that doesn't involve caves, diving, 
or 3D. 

Ah, yes, the 3D. People see "James Cameron" 
and "3D" in the ads and they might think of Avatar, or 
they might think of his two 3D underwater documentaries. 




If he is lucky, they 
will not think of 
Sanctum. The movie 
makes very little 
effective use of 3D 
once it goes inside 
the cave, which hap- 
pens about a reel in. 
There's no spatial 
or visual wonder in 
the cave, which in 
any case looks either 
computer-designed 
or carved out of 
styrofoam. We don't 
feel we're there, or 
anywhere in particu- 
lar. The underwater 
photography flattens 
everything. The above- water acting flattens every char- 
acter. One actress, Alice Parkinson as the aforementioned 
woman, sounds suspiciously dubbed. Richard Roxburgh, 
as the tough-as-nails leader of the expedition, is your 
standard-issue obsessive who's alienated his grown son, 
who also happens to be along for the journey. 

The official plot motor, supposedly based on an 
actual experience that co- writer Andrew Wight had, traps 
five people in this massive cave after a storm blocks their 
way out. For a more visceral based-in-fact film pitting 
human against nature, I refer you to 727 Hours, which 
is playing at the Nickelodeon in North Falmouth. That 
film, anchored by a fully committed James Franco per- 
formance, conveys the thrill and agony and triumph of 
putting one's body in the uncaring company of ancient 
rocks. For a more gripping James Cameron underwater 
adventure, I advise you to Netflix The Abyss. For wooden 
acting, stupid plot elements (like a climactic fight ending 
in one guy getting impaled on a stalagmite), and scene 
after scene in which you can't see and don't care what's 
going on, by all means waste some of your afternoon on 
Sanctum.
